After  a three-week  rest,  the  UNIVERSE  resumes  publication 
with  this  issue  with  a newly-“lifted”  face. 

Beginning  with  this  issue,  the  semi-weekly  student  newspaper 
will  sport  a series  of  new  art-heads  (original,  hand-drawn  name- 
plates and  column  titles)  by  Lee  Bartlett,  Mountain  Home,  Ida., 
talented  student  artist. 


The  art-heads  were  engraved 
against  a gray  screen  back- 
ground by  Alfred  Ridge  and 
Sons,  Provo  engraving  firm,  who 
make  all  UNIVERSE  “cuts.”  The 
gray  screen  blocks  have  become 
an  identifying  feature  of  the 
publication  since  they  were  first 
used  two  years  ago  by  Ken  Pace, 
former  editor. 

The  news  columns  of  the 
UNIVERSE  will  also  be  set 
in  a brand  new  type  face, 
purchased  by  the  Y press 
publishing  plant.  The  new 
“body  type”  is  larger  in  size 
than  the  older  style,  a “hand- 
me-down”  from  the  Deseret 
News,  given  to  the  university 
printing  plant  when  the  Salt 
Lake  paper  changed  its 
make-up. 

Officially  styled  “Regal  No.  2,” 
the  improved  type  includes  bold 
face  and  italic  letters,  and  was 
purchased  at  a cost  of  over  $450, 
according  to  Frank  Haymore,  Y 
press  superintendent.  An  eight 
point  type,  the  “Regal”  replaces 
the  seven  and  one-half  point 
“Opticon”  with  a larger,  more 
legible,  easier-to-read  printed 
character. 


Chorus  Covers 
1600  Miles 
During  Tour 

Sixty  Delta  Phi’s  their  dream 
girl,  Leonore  Bennion,  and  violin- 
ist, Jean  Slack,  made  it  home  for 
Christmas,  after  completing 
1600  mile  concert  tour  into  north- 
ern California  and  Nevada,  fol- 
lowing autumn  quarter. 

Touching  off  the  eight-day  cir- 
cuit was  a TV  show  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Friday  night,  Dec.  15,  and 
following  appearances  included 
programs  at  the  Stock  Exchange 
club  in  San  Francisco,  College  of 
the  Pacific,  in  Stockton,  and 
stake  performances  throughout 
the  north  part  of  California. 

Delta  Phi  chorus  chalked  up  a 
“first”  when  it  sang  at  San  Fran- 
cisco’s Stock  Exchange  club, 
probably  the  most  select  men’s 
club  in  the  United  States.  The 
chorus  is  the  first  group  of  any 
kind  to  appear  at  the  club.  The 
chorus  was  later  feted  at  a San 
Francisco  restaurant. 

Traveling  by  chartered  buses, 
the  returned  missionary  chorus 
from  the  Y chapter  of  Delta  Phi 
sang  in  Reno’s  State  auditorium, 
December  16. 

Fieldhouse  Pushers 
To  stimulate  interest  in  the 
University  Fieldhouse  drive  was 
one  of  the  purposes  of  the  cho- 
rus trip,  the  fifth  taken  by  the 
group. 

A sacrament  and  testimony 
meeting  was  held  on  a beach  at 
Lake  Tahoe,  Sunday,  Dec.  17,  and 
a concert  was  presented  in  the 
Yuba  City  chapel  later  in  the  day. 

Excellent  audiences  responded 
to  the  advance  notices  given  the 
chorus,  according  to  tour  man- 
ager, Ron  Vincent,  Modesto, 
Calif.  Audiences  of  over  a 
thousand  attended  concerts  given 
in  Berkeley,  San  Francisco,  and 
Yuba  City.  Other  cities  at  which 
the  chorus  sang  were  Sacramen- 
to, Palo  Alto,  and  Stockton.

fowel  in  Stomach, 
Gi  Asks  More  Cash 

The  Supreme  Court  recently 
refused  to  grant  damages  to  an 
ex-GI  who  claimed  army  sur- 
geons left  a bath  towel  in  his 
stomach. 

The  court  ruled  that  since  Ar- 
thur K.  Jefferson  of  Joppa,  Md., 
was  not  on  active  duty  at  the 
time  of  the'  surgery,  he  was  not 
entitled  to  the  $100,000  damages 
he  claimed  for  alleged  Army  neg- 
ligence under  a federal  claims  act. 

Two  other  cases  involving  ser- 
vicemen injured  on  active  duty 
were  given  the  same  disposition 
by  the  court. 

Jefferson,  however,  already  has 
received  part  of  some  $33,000  in 
compensation  for  the  mishap  from 
the  Veterans  Administration.

Y Mourns 
Death  of 
Dr.  Eyring 

Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring,  61,  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
at  Brigham  Young  University, 
for  26  years,  died  Wednesday  at 
11:45  p.m.,  at  his  Provo  home 
following  a cerebral  hemorrhage. 

The  noted  scientist,  educator 
and  churchman  had  been  in  ill 
health  for  some  time. 

He  was  born  August  30,  1889, 
in  Colonia,  Juarez,  Mexico,  a son 
of  Henry  Carl  and  Deseret  Fau- 
cet Eyring.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  Mexico,  and  came 
to  Provo  in  May  27,  1909.  He  re- 
ceived his  A.B.  degree  at  Brigham 
Young  University  in  1913,  and 
his  M.A.  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  in  1905. 

He  married  Fern  Chipman  on 
Sept.  9,  1914,  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple. 

Served  in  Army 
In  1918  he  entered  the  U.  S. 
Army  as  a technical  assistant  to 
Robert  A.  Millican,  noted  scient- 
ist in  Washington,  D.  C. 

He  returned  to  BYU  after  get- 
ting his  Ph.D.  at  the  California 
Institute  of  Technology. 

For  some  time  he  was  associ- 
ated with  the  Bell  Telephone 
Laboratories,  doing  research 
work  in  acoustics.  From  1914 
to  1946,  he  was  chosen  to  head  a 
group  of  U.  S.  scientists  study- 
ing acoustics  in  Panama.  He  was 
awarded  the  coveted  Army-Navy 
citation  for  World  War  II  service. 

Boosted  Science  Building 
His  last  contribution  to  BYU 
was  as  building  committee  chair- 
man, supervising  construction  of 
the  $2,000,000  science  building 
dedicated  last  October. 

Funeral  services  will  be  con- 
ducted Monday  at  2 p.m.,  in  the 
Joseph  Smith  building  by  Reuben 
D.  Law,  bishop  of  the  University 
Ward.

A Tribute 

Brigham  Young  University  has  lost  a great  man. 

Dr.  Carl  F.  Eyring,  beloved  dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  was  a man  respected  and  admired.  His 
life  was  one  of  shining  example.  He  was  successful  as  an 
educator,  scientist,  and  churchman. 

He  endeared  himself  to  his  students  by  his  kindness, 
wisdom,  and  good  humor,  and  his  spiritual  insight  was 
felt  in  every  classroom. 

The  Physical  Science  building,  completed  only  last 
year  was  the  crowning  achievement  of  a career  of  service, 
and  will  stand  as  a memorial  to  his  life-long  courage, 
integrity  and  humility. 

As  president  of  the  Utah  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  Dr.  Eyring  foreshadowed  the  rapid  advance- 
ment of  Science  when  (in  1924)  he  said,  “It  may  be  that 
we  are  soon  to  enter  upon  a new  age,  a golden  age  of 
sub-atomic  power,  but  time  alone  can  tell.” 

His  wish  for  this  day  was,  “May  it  be  said  of  the 
great  minds  of  this  generation  that  they  zealously  pio- 
neered the  land  of  the  unknown,  carrying  a banner  of 
this  inscription,  ‘And  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free.’” 

The  constant  growth  of  the  university — or  the  de- 
velopment of  this  nation  will  continue  as  men  follow  the 
course  of  life  he  followed,  in  the  search  for  the  truth  of 
God.— L.R.

More  than  a Decoration 

The  Daily  Texan  has  come  up 
with  the  idea  that  student  honor- 
ary scholastic  groups  should  do 
more  than  just  decorate  their 
member’s  - watch  chains.

Any  person,  in  his  first  contact  with  Dame  Culture,  is 
bound  to  feel  ill  at  ease  until  he  learns  what  is  expected  of  him. 
Through  long  process  of  time,  definite  rules  have  been  estab- 
lished by  which  concerts  are  to  be  both  conducted  and  ap- 
preciated. 

I have  excerpted  a few  of  these  points  from  a larger  work,  of 
which  I hope  to  be  the  author: 

CONCERNING  CONCERT  HALLS: 

2.  Modern  concert  halls  should  be  stereotypes  of  the  ancient 
halls  of  early  Europe.  Careful  planning,  such  as  is  evident  in 
the  Provo  Tabernacle,  can  faithfully  reproduce  the  musty  odors 
and  flickering  lights.  This  illumination  will  work  a hardship  on 
the  knitters;  however,  if  they  can  knit  by  instruments,  the  eve- 
ning will  not  be  lost  entirely  to  culture. 

1 13.  Halls  should  cater  to  the  innate  shyness  of  public  artists. 
Any  form  of  direct  illumination  upon  the  performer  is  much  to 
be  frowned  upon. 

AND  CONCERNING  AUDIENCES: 

3.  The  performer  thrives  on  the  applause  the  audience  gives 
him.  Clap-happy  concert-goers  should  always  be  ready  to  give 
the  musician  his  just  due — be  it  the  grande  finale,  an  intermedi- 
ate cadence,  or  a mere  two-bar  rest. 

22.  In  every  case,  listeners  should  audibly  express  their 
reactions  to  the  mention  of  some  familiar  piece  about  to  be 
“rendered.”  A very  emotional  “ooh,”  will  be  ample  proof  to 
your  less  cultured  neighbor,  that  you  have  heard  this  before. 

23.  Any  late  arrival  should  immediately  demand  a seat. 
After  all,  you  paid  to  heaf  this  character,  and  you  don’t  care 
if  this  is  the  “Adagio”  movement,  you  want  in! 

31.  Concerts  provide  an  excellent  opportunity  to  demon- 
strate the  dexterity  of  your  mind;  some  people  have  developed 
theiir  mental  facilities  to  such  a point  that  they  oan  listen  to  the 
music,  and  read  their  German  lesson  at  the  same  time.  And  still 
others  (beyond  the  aspirations  of  us  common  folk)  can  listen, 
beat  time  with  their  feet,  and  read  their  German  aloud.  What 
an  admirable  accomplishment! 

35.  When  leaving  early,  try  to  let  the  performer  see  you 
exit — it  serves  to  deflate  his  ego,  and  fills  him  with  a great 
desire  to  return  and  “show  those  peasants.”  This,  in  turn, 
makes  Dr.  Clark’s  job  easier — he  has  less  trouble  booking 
artists,  due  to  the  clamor  for  “grudge  engagements.” 

I hope  these  excerpts  will  be  of  some  benefit.  I could 
publish  the  entire  book,  but  around  here.  . . it  wouldn’t  sell.

Since  about  1200  people  pick 
up  their  mail  at  the  post  office, 
the  clerks,  Leta  Christiansen  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Thacker,  are  kept 
busy  memorizing  the  names  of 
those  with  boxes  and  those  with- 
out in  order  to  get  the  mail  out 
as  quickly  as  possible..  The  num- 
ber of  boxes  has  increased  from 
52  when  the  post  office  was  first 
opened  in  1948  to  575  boxes  at 
the  present  time.  The  additional 
boxes  were  added  one  year  ago 
when  the  building  was  enlarged. 

The  great  turnover  of  students 
twice  a year  keeps  the  clerks 
busy  forwarding  mail.  Miss 
Christiansen  says  that  since  there 
are  only  about  fifty  students  a 
year  who  do  not  leave  a tempo- 
rary forwarding  address,  four  to 
five  hours  daily  are  spent  for- 
warding mail  in  the  summer 
months,  as  well  as  many  hours 
during  the  other  months. 

, hundreds  of  letters  go  through 
the  post  office  each  day.  On  an 
average  day  625  letters  go  out, 
while  1400  letters  and  216  parcels 
come  in.  - 

Getting  the  mail  to  the  right 
owner  sometimes  presents  quite 
a problem,  especially  when  a let- 
ter comes  addressed  to  Station

One  of  the  most  active  and 
colorful  organizations  of  the 
BYU  campus  is  the  Spanish  club, 
a happy  combination  of  a geo- 
graphical club  for  student  na- 
tives of  Spanish-speaking  coun- 
tries and  a laboratory  for  be- 
wildered language  students 
learning  the  new  tongue. 

The  club  boasts  180  members, 
including  natives  of  Spanish- 
speaking countries,  students  of 
Spanish,  returned  missionaries 
from  Mexico,  Uruguay,  Argen- 
tina, and  Brazil,  and  20  business 
men  and  women  from  Provo 
studying  Spanish  in  the  Provo 
night  school. 

If  the  organization  existed  only 
for  social  purposes,  it  would  be 
successful.

Spanish  “as  it  is  spoken.” 

An  extensive  film  program 
brings  students  into  vicarious 
contact  with  native  speakers, 
customs  and  environment.  Club 
members  sing  in  Spanish,  do  folk 
dances,  sample  food,  see  travel- 
ogues and  hear  lectures,  all 
aimed  at  the  enrichment  of  their 
Spanish  curriculum. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
club  is  its  public  service  bureau. 
Approximately  55  talented 
“natives”  and  returned  mission- 
aries are  on  constant  call  for 
public  service,  assignments  for 
church  and  civic  groups.  Speak- 
ers, slide  films,  travel  talks,  folk 
dancing,  and  music  including 
vocal  and  instrumental  numbers 
are  available  through  the  bureau. 
“Our  people  are  constantly  giv- 
ing programs  through  Utah  val- 
ley,” Mr.  Taylor  says. 

Music  Reaches 
All  Time  High 
In  Colleges 

education  in  the  United  States 
has  reached  an  all-time  high,  ac- 
cording to  Dean  John  W.  Beattie 
of  the  Northwesterh  University 
School  of  Music.  "It  is  an  ex- 
ample of  mass  production  in  one 
of  the  arts  that  stands  unchal- 
lenged, and  of  which  we  may  be 
proud,”  he  added. 

Referring  to  music  education 
at  the  college  level,  he  stated  that 
all  colleges  now  are  teaching 
music. 

Dean  Beattie  reported  that, 
whereas  formerly  musicians  edu- 
cated abroad  made  up  the  major 
membership  of  prominent  sym- 
phony orchestras,  today  such  mu- 
sical ranks  are  filling  up  with 
Americans  educated  in  American 
musical  institutions.  He  pre- 
dicted that  within  a few  years 
conductors  of  many  major  orch- 
estras will  be  products  of  our 
own  educational  system. 

Describing  how  music  has  be- 
come more  and  more  firmly 
established  as  a “respectable  and 
useful  member  of  the  academic 
family,”  the  dean  deplored  the 
fact  that  academic  acceptance  of 
college-level  education  neverthe- 
less is  still  lagging. 

“There  are  those  in  our  aca- 
demic midst  who  will  contend 
that  mastery  of  the  piano  key- 
board is  akin  to  the  acquisition 
of  skill  in  using  a typewriter; 
tracking  down  obscure  facts 
about  Bach  and  his  time  adds  to 
scholarship,  but  playing  a Bach 
fugue  is  a mere  digital  exercise, 
say  these  pedants.” 

No  music  graduate  is  elected 
to  Phi  Beta  Kappa;  the  musician 
is  not  considered  a scholar,  re- 
gardless of  his  academic  record. 
No  graduate  of  dny  university 
with  a degree  in  music  is  eligible 
for  membership  in  the  American 
Association  of  University  Women.

Construction  and  collection  of 
funds  on  the  million  dolar  field- 
house  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity are  proceeding  in  a “sat- 
isfactory manner,”  Dr.  Wesley  P.

South  Los  Angeles  Stake  indicat- 
ing that  more  than  $5000  has  now 
been  raised  in  that  area  alone. 

Largely  because  of  favorable 
weather  conditions  construction 
has  progressed  according  to 
schedule  in  spite  of  some  unfore- 
seen handicaps,  Dr.  Lloyd  said. 
Efforts  are  now  being  made  to 
enclose  the  structure  so  that  the 
work  can  proceed  regardless  of 
future  weather. 

Workers  have  indicated  that 
they  expect  to  have  the  gymnasi- 
um portion  of  the  fieldhouse 
ready  for  use  early  in  February. 
Edwin  R.  Kimball,  director  of 
athletics,  said  that  present  plans 
call  for  the  series  of  games  with 
Utah  Aggies,  set  for  February 
2-3,  to  be  played  in  the  new  Cou- 
gar fieldhouse. 

Meanwhile,  the  south  wall  is 
practically  completed;  the  west 
wall  is  up  to  the  square  and  brick 
work  is  continuing  up  to  the 
gables;  the  brick  work  on  the 
north  side  also  is  nearly  finished 
and  only  the  east  side  remains 
open. 

Workers  indicated  that  just  as 
soon  as  the  enclosing  program 
has  been  completed  so  that  the 
building  may  be  heated,  the  gym- 
nasium floor  will  be  laid.  Then 
it  will  not  require  long  to  get 
seats  in  position  for  the  initial 
games,  they  predict. 

Steam  from  the  central  heat- 
ing plant  on  the  upper  campus 
is  now  in  the  fieldhouse  and 
workers  were  busy  during  the 
past  week  completing  installa- 
tion of  pipelines  and  covering 
them  for  the  retention  of  heat. 
Some  of  the  blowers  for  distri- 
bution have  already  been  set  up. 

Concrete  columns  for  the  gym- 
nasium floor  have  been  set  up, 
the  floor  joists  are  in  place.  The 
concrete  base  has  been  poured  on 
the  east  side,  and  the  cement 
floor  laid  for  the  concession 
stands  which  will  be  underneath. 
Some  of  the  seats  have  been  re- 
ceived and  they  will  be  put  in 
place  as  rapidly  as  the  forms  are 
constructed.

The  Cougars  opened  the  tour- 
nament against  Utah  or  rather 
the  Utes  opened  it  against  the 
Cougars.  Vadal  Peterson’s  boys 
popped  off  to  an  early  lead  and 
the  Cats  couldn’t  gather  in  their 
loose  ends  long  enough  to  make 
it  a game. 

Big  Mel  Hutchins  managed  to 
scrape  up  fifteen  points  for  the 
Cats  and  Russ  Hillman  and  Bob 
Craig  sparked  a belated  drive 
that  narrowed  their  defeat  from 
a 47-31  burden  that  they  were 
bearing  mid-way  through  the  sec- 
ond period.
